GORHAM BRIDGE 



This \vooden stnicture, originally built in 1842, has just been 
thoroughly overhauled by the Standard Engineering Company of 
Albany, New York. The bridge w^^is built by Nicholas Powers, a 
resident of Pittsford, who incorporated the 'Town Truss" in its 
design. 

After having served the traveling public for 115 years, the 
structure was deemed by the Bridge Division of the Vermont 
Highway Department to be unsafe for the present day heavy 
loads. The Selectmen of Pittsford and Proctor agreed that the 
bridge should not be abandoned and arranged for the repairs in 
accordance wdth the plans prepared by the State Highway 
Department. 

The low bidder was awarded the contract at a price of 
$24,763.00. This expense has been shared equally by the two 
towns and this old bridge should now be good for another century 
of service.

SELECTMEN'S REPORT 



The decision to make needed repairs to the covered Gorham 
Bridge was made after the Selectmen of Proctor and Pittsford 
had several conferences with the Bridge Engineers of the State 
Highwa}'' Department. 

To find out how much the bridge served the public a traffic 
check was taken April 23-25, and 27 from 6 A. M. to 8 P. M., the 
average was 100 cars and 20 trucks either way each day. 

Timber sales from the Proctor Municipal Forest in Pittsford 
amounted to $373.24. The project is not finished. District 
Foresters A. F. Heitmann and Joesph E. Wilkinson directed the 
work. 

On October 1st Mr. Paul W. Higbee resigned as clerk and 
treasurer for the Town and Village. We appointed Mrs. Esther 
J. Anderson to succeed Mr. Higbee until the annual meeting 
next March. Mr. Higbee has served in the above offices since 
January 1, 1944. We wish to pay tribute to you, Paul, and hope 
you will have good health and enjoy your retirement.

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HIGHWAY COMMISSIONER'S REPORT 



The amount of tarring completed in 1956 was about the same 
as in past years. On selected highways the following work was 
done: 

One application of tar mixed with sand and crushed stone, 
starting from the Rutland-Proctor town line for a distance of one 
mile on the West Proctor Road. Due to hauling distance this 
material was purchased from R. D. Barker located at Center 
Rutland. 

One application of tar mixed with peastone starting from 
West Street over Cross Street, School Street, North Street to 
Florence Road, a distance of .9 mile. Material for this section of 
road was purchased from the Vermarco Paving Co. 

On town highways, a blade peastone mix with tar was applied 
on part of School Street, High Street and Church Street, a distance 
of 1700 feet. Sealed with tar and grits were Holden Avenue, Oak 
Street, Park Street and Park Street Extension. 

The Selectmen approved widening Main Streets from the 
Municipal Building to the Vermont Marble Company's Office. 
This was widened six feet, giving the Proctor Trust Company 
adequate parking space. Along with this construction, part of 
the ledge near the Municipal Building was removed. The funds 
for all of this new construction we received from the cent gas 
tax. 

The following sidewalks were repaired: 
East Street— 1,700 ft. 
School Street— 495 ft. 
Grove Street— 325 ft. 
This work was done by Wilk Bros. (Paving Contractor), 
Center Rutland, Vermont. The bill for this work was received 
late and the above was not paid until January 1957. The total 
cost $1,930.21. 

The sidewalk plow has been overhauled. It should last a 
few more years.

GENERAL HEALTH: 

During the past year, the town of Proctor has enjo3^ed better 
than average health, whereas in the past, the town has been 
visited by various mild epidemics of children's diseases. 1956 
was remarkably healthful. 

Some of this good fortune may be attributed to the willing- 
ness of the town's people to attend pre- and school-age clinics. 
Another factor may be the care and attention devoted to the 
smaller children by the teachers in the schools. Re as it may, 
the ones who profit ire the children, we adults can and should 
be able to care for ourselves. 
WATER: 

Much has been said and much has been done about the water 
situation in the Village of Proctor. 

As the result of a consultation with state health ofScialSi 
the chlorination plant has been brought up to date and much 
time and effort devoted to keeping it in working order. As a 
result, the water reports have improved. In studying these 
reports, one area has cojistantly shown contamination. An inves- 
tigation is being conducted by Mr. Lendway and the source of the 
trouble located. 

We owe a vote of thanks to Mr. Lendway for his effbrtiB and 
interest. 

SANITATION: 

The general over all appearance of the town has been excel- 
lent. There have been no complaints made to this office concern- 
ing conditions detrimental to the health of this community. 
Because healt-h is everybody's business, lets hope that everybody 
continues to make health their business. 
GENERAL: 

During the past year various state and local health facilities 
have been used b}^ our town. Appended is a list of those activities 
and results up to January 1st, 1957. As can be readily seen, 
health in Proctor is a going concern. With your help and on.r 
cooperation, it should continue upward in the year 1957.
